The contents of his Letters vnto the Sultan, 
are theſe : That although there had beene a for. 
mer hreach made betweene theſe two mighty 
Princes, by the-vicinitie and neere neighbour. 
hoodof their frontiers, which oftentimes breeds 
icalouſies and quarrels; by the theeviſh incurfi- 
ons of the Coflacks and Tartars, and by the ma. 
lice and ſuggeſtion of ſome, who loue (like Sala- 
manders) to liue in the fire of contention, and 
like cunning anglers never fiſh but in rreubled 
waters : yet that his Maieſty of Polaxd was for 
his part moſt carefull ro continue thar auncient 
League with the 0714may Family,which his pre: 
deceſſors. had continued with S»ltan Solyman of 
famous memory , with Sultan Mehomet his grand 
father, with ./chmet his father, and with him. 
ſelfe now Sultan and' chiefe Emperour of the 
Muſulmans. The continuation and obferugtion. 
of which League had not onely beene benefici- 
all for the ſafety and tranquilitic of the Polonian 
Kingdome, but had advantagedthe Turke alſo, 
_ inthe proſecution of his warrs againſt che houſe 
of Aufiris in the Weſt, and againſt the Per/1ans 
in the Eaft, ſ\worne enemies to the Oitomannicall

that vntill his Ambaſſador ſhould returne from 
Conftantizople. But asloone as he ſhallarine the 
King of-Polazd doth forhimſelt moſt ſurely pro-

Beſides theſe Letters, he ſerit others ynto the 
Viſlier Baſha alſo, the Contents of which were 
theſe: Thathis laſt Ambafſadour was returned 
from Conftantinople ſafe 'into Poland, and had 
brought the Articles and Conditions of the 
League to his- great contentment : and that all 
errors were reformd inthem, which before were 
committed by the negligence of the Turkiſh" Se- 
cretary, and by the defayle of his owne Legare, 
being ignorant of the Muſulmaticall or Arabian 
Language: and that for this cauſe hee did reſt 
moſt thankfall vato the Baſha, and ſo would 
alwayes be, as yato a man who had alwayes been 
icalous of his Maſters good, and intentiuely 
carefull of the peace and tranquilitie. of both

They 
had? with Vx 36.,; age ns-which were Tent 
neo a by. water,aud # other of Bergen-up- 
Zoame, which were loaden. with.20..Flots,being 
made of Boords;and filledwith Ruthes : Tenne 
light ſquare Barres:, and*matiy long Ladders; 
Whiclr may, be foulded or-plycd, and. afterwards 
by agnecing them, may. be-made as long as aþo- 
dy-will hauethem -: - Beſides «many other ſtrange 
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ſome Pet ards, -But although this had well Tuc- 
ceeded, it would not haue done them as the 
writ from Autwerp ) any good, ſecing thar thete 
was. yet an other Gate which they mnt paſle to 
come further into the Caſtle: But wee make no 
dour, but that he which vnderteok to openthemn 
with his Peratds , ſhould hane performed ir very 
calily, if the Souldiers would have gone'6n ; for 
hee is a very skilfull Enginer, and offred to'open 
the Gare preſently,'if the Souldicrs would haue 
played theirparres : which they'durſtnor doe;b 
reaſon that they were diſcoucred by a Secnitifel 
the Caſtle, who heard ſomenoyſe inthe water a- 
bout it: and hauing asked in the Spaniſh tongue 
Oulenva ally, who is there, or who goeth there:: 
and none anfwering, he diſcliirged his Musker 
ro cauſe the Drummes to ſtrike alarum. where- 
upon beth the Gouernour and Lieftenant ofthe 
Caftle came forth to doe their beſt endeauoures, 
notwithſtanding that they'layſiche in their beds. 
Wherevpon they went away', without making 
any further attempr.. ' The Gonerhour 'of the 
ſaid Caſtle ſending' forne:Souldjers in the mor- 
ving abroad' to Jearne What Was become of his 
Enemies, they tooke there vpon ſuſpition, ſome - 
Beores, and two Gunners of the Caſtle, which 
were walking aboutit. Thus farre we havefol- 
lowed ourcopicatorermentioned.- j-1es 


I know thereare many which lay great blame

caſcinow ſtandeth, that it ought tro haue beenc 
tryed with greateſt danger of their liues: which 
they ought to venture, when' occaſion requireth 
it; for the honour of God, the aduancement of 
the Goſpell, the good of their Countrey, and 
ſeruice of the States and of the Prince of Orange : 
And eſpecially toirecouer ſuch a Cittyas this is, 
ro whoſe honour Julius Ceſar,Schaliger deſcended

But ſomewhich will ſpeake in the fauour of 
the foore, relate that they werenotonely diſcon- 
tented by the diſcouety ofthe Sentinell, but alſo 
by reaſon of their wearineſle,ſecing that the horſe 
would not carry behinde them, by reaſon of the 
foule Weather : ſuch as were appointed,fearing 
ro matte their Horſes, and to make them vnſer- 
vilable, if any occaſion ſhould be offered. I for 
my part will not gine my iudgement in ſuch a 
hard and dficulte enterprize,but willrather wiſh 
that at the like ocations,ſeueral Nations may bg

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VV* are now come where we ſee the enemy daily, 
we being within- one engliſh mile -of their en- 
trenchments ; and we begin to entrench towards them, & 
round at oat ourQuarter, thereby to defend vs from their 
Horſe,in which they -are much ſtronget thenwe,z- they ha- 
uing ſome 6, or.5000.we ſore 30OO. But.in infantery we - 
are as much too (troog for them, for we are,betwixt ſome 
17.0r 1800. and they not. aboue' 20000. Vponthe 23. 
ofthis month, the Princeof Oraxge with three troups of 
horſe, and al{the chiefe'commaunders ofthe Army, went 
to yiew the enemies horſe, but while we were buſie inlo-
